CLEANING A CLOCK. 


It le Not Very Difficult, According te 
These Directions. 

It is very simple to clean a clock, 
which may sound rather absurd, . For 
an amateur it is not always necessary 
te take the clock to pieces. With a 
litle care and patience and using some 
benzine, a clean white rag, a sable 
brush and some oil a clock can be 
cleaned and put in first class running 
order. The benzine should be clean 
and free from oil. You can test ben- 
zine by putting a little on the back of 
the hand. If it is good, it will dry off, 
leaving the hand quite clean, but if 
any grease remains on the hand It is 
not fit to use. 

The oil should be of the very best 
that can be procured. Vegetable oils 
ehould never be used. Clock oil can be 
procured from your druggist or jeweler. 

All loose dirt should be removed from 
the works by blowing with bellows or 
a fan or dusting with a dry brush. In 
the latter case great care should be ex- 
ercised not to injure any of the parts. 
Dip the brush in the benzine and clean 
the spindles and spindle holes and the 
teeth of the escapement wheel. After 
washing a part wipe the brush on the 
rag and rinse in the benzine. This 
should be repeated frequently until no 
nore dirt is seen. 

When the clock has dried oil the spin- 
dle holes carefully. This may be done 
with a toothpick or a sliver of wood 
cut to a fine point. Oil the tooth of the 
escapement wheel slightly, using a fine 
brush.—Popular Mechanics, 


LOWESTOFT CHINA. 


Story of a Factory Whose Products 
Are Now Highly Prized, 

At the end of the North parade, 
Lowestoft, is the Warren House, a 
place of great interest to connoisseurs 
of china, It was here, in the eight- 
eenth century, that a discovery of 
fine clay was made which eventually 
led to Lowestoft manufacturing the 
china which is’ now so rare that it is 
almost priceless. ‘ 

Initial experiments made by Hewlin 
Luson, Esq., of Gunton Park, near 
Lowestoft, with some fine clay discov-: 
ered accidentally on his estate result- 
ed in complete success and ultimately 
led to the opening of a factory at 
Lowestoft in 1756 for the manufacture 
of fine earthenware and porcelain “soft 
paste.” 

In 1775 a finely glazed and decorated 
“hard paste” was introduced, the ef. 
ficiency and beauty of which beto- 
kened a brilliant success for the pro.

1800 the Lowestoft works were at the 
zenith of their fame. Owing, however, 
to the enormous expenses and difficul- 
ty incurred in procuring china clay 
from Cornwall and elsewhere (after 
the original clay was exhausted) and 
the rapidly increasing competition of 
other makers its prosperity waned, the 
collapse came, and the works were 
closed in 1803.—London Globe, 


Clerical Clothes In New York. 

“Today I encountered a whim of 
New York tailors that astonished me,” 
said a western clergyman. “I ordered 
a suit of clothes from a man who re- 
fused to work for me. 

“*What’s the reason you folks are 
passing me along tv another tailor?” 
I asked. ‘Do I look bard to fit? Are 
you afraid you won't get your money? 

“The tailor explained that neither of 
my guesses was correct. He declined 
to make my clothes simply because I 
am a clergyman and require a clerical 
cut. He let me down easily by stat- 
ing further that he never undertook 
to make ecclesiastical garments, that 
very few of the lay tailors in New 
York do undertake them. They do 
not have enough of that kind of work 
to keep them constantly informed on 
the requirements of the different re- 
ligious orders. A mistake would be 
embarrassing to the clergymen and to 
the tailor, so they hand all such cus- 
tomers over to tailors who make a 
specialty of such work.”

Burn Waste as Fuel, 


To burn as fuel sewage, sludge, om@ 
washings, shale, and other waste ie 
the latest fashion in London. Tar, 
crude naphtha, or other tarry sub- 
stance is mixed with petroleum, shale, 
Texas oil, or other hydrocarbon ot] 
in such a way as to produce a solid 
precipitate which can be separated 
from the remaining thin liquor. The 
thin fluid from which the precipitate 
has been separated is used to produce 
a binding agent for the artificial fuel, 
For this purpose resinous matter is 
dissolved in the liquor until the whole 
becoines a thick viscous mass to form 
the binding agent. This mass may 
be mixed =i eunsiqnte in 
equal proportions and a tle com: 
oo: Bia added. The combustible rub- 
bish is reduced to a dry powder and 
thoroughly mixed with « small pro- 
portion of the dried gn ge pro 
duced as described. A li of the 
binding agent is added and the whole 
is mixed at a suitable temperature. 
The result is pressed into blocks or 
briquettes or otherwise treated to

We are far from the days when, in 
the words of the gentleman in “The 
Gondoliers,”” dukes will be “three a 

nny,” but there is a growing num- 

er of people who look on honors and 
titles as mere empty baubles, as 
Cromwell did on the mace..The Right 
| Hon, Arthur Dyke Acland is one of 
them. His political colleagues—or was 
| it the King?—would have sent him to 
the House of Lords, but he had no 
desire to relinquish the activities of 
the Lower House for the less excit- 
ing duties of the Gilded Chamber. 
If he had lived two or three hundred 
years ago he would have found the 
refusal a costly business. 

Humphrey Chetham was one of 
those who were mulcted in fines be- 
cause of their refusal to accept hon- 
ors. He preferred to pay a matter 
of £25 for not becoming a knight, 
and the warrant issued against him 
may be seen in the Chetham Library. 
But as a shrewd Lancastrian he prob- 
ably thought that £25 was preferable 
to the knightly fee of £65, or there- 
abouts, and the expense of a journey 
to London to be tapped on the should- 
er by the King. 

There are many men now living 
who might be the earl of this or the 
baron that if they chose, but they 
were not “out for honors” 
kind. When Mr. Chamberlain came 
home after negotiating the Behring Sea 
Fisheries dispute he had the chance 
of an earldom, but he declined it. A 
similar honor was twice within the 
grasp of Mr. Gladstone, but he pre- 
ferred to remain the Great Common- 
er. Mr. Henniker-Heaton is another 
who might have knelt to the King 
for knighthood, but he is where he 
is solely from choice, and so is Mr. 
Henry Chaplin. 

But there are times when honors 
are not so lightly thrust aside. The 
late Lord Salisbury found this to be 
the case when his father died, and he, 
a second son, who had had few ex- 
pectations of the. marauisate, .was 
suddenly called upon to be Master of 
Hatfield. He had no desire to aban- 
don his place in the Commons for a 
seat on the more luxuriant benches 
of the Lords, and he spent much time 
and money in taking the highest legal 
opinion in the land on the question, 
Is the son of a peer obliged to sue 
eeed his father? The answer was 
“Yes,.”’ and the marquess went aloft. 
Mr. St. John Brodrick, on becoming 
Viscount. Midleton, was faced with 
the same dilemma, asked the same 
question, received the same answer, 
and had to submit. Lord Curzon an- 
gled delicately for opinions on this 
subject. But this was before going 
out to India. He had changed his

conspicuous literary quality of a so-

Elliptical expressions are proper

Naked egotism is as much out of 


place in a familiar letter as in the 
drawing room or at the dinner table. 


Extreme precision, whether of 


phrase, construction or punctuation, is 
to be avoided. It may be taken for 
granted that the polished letters of 
famous men and women have been 
edited, and it is a pity that we can- 
not have such letters just as they were 
written. 


Letter writing is a form of social 


contract, and the first essential of 
such contact is courtesy. 


One might almost as well open a 


note in response to a social invitation 
with the phrase, “Yours of even date 
received and contents noted,” as pep- 
per our private correspondence with 
the slang of the market place, the law 
courts or the baseball field. 


We should leave out of our familiar 
letters that stupid legal phrase, “in evi- 
dence,” because it is technical, and it 


does not serve as well as something 


truly universal. 

An unconventional form that is bet- 
ter excluded from any but the most 
familiar correspondencé is that in 
which the pronoun “I” as the subject 
of a sentence is omitted, 

It is a pleasant surprise to read a let- 
ter that opens with a sentence directly 
from the heart of the writer, yet most 
of us are such slaves of convention 
that we fear to shock oup correspond- 


ents by ahy departure from established , | 


usage.

Formula For a Lotion and Cream to 
Remove Them. 

The woman who freckles easily and 
dreads the summer time is to be 
pitied. 

Tan and sunburn are unsightly and 
painful, but after awhile they disap- 
pear. But not so with freckles, They 
will remain through the winter months 
unless something is done to remove 
them. This, as all know from experi- 
ence, is much easier said than done. 
They are as stubborn to remove as 
a willful child when it is necessary to 
make him obey. 

The following formula is said to be 
one of the best to remove them: Lac- 
tic acid, four ounces; glycerin, two 
ounces; rosewater, one ounce. 

Apply this lotion to the face several 
times during the day. Put a small por- 
tion in a dish and dip a soft linen rag 
Into it and apply. 

All skins will not stand the same 
treatment, and while some may use 
this lotion or other face lotions with 
no ill effect, others may suffer from a 
burning sensation of the skin. 

To prevent this burning it will be 
better to massage the face after using 
the lotion with this elder flower cream: 
Almond oil, three ounces; white wax, 
five drams; spermaceti, five drams; 
lanolin, one ounce; witch hazel, one 
ounce; elder flower water, three ounces; 
ofl of bitter almonds, one dram. 

Massage the skin with this every 
night and one will be well repaid for 
the little trouble. The skin will be- 
come soft and supple and a dainty 
white. If the skin is inclined to be 
rough and dry, it will be beneficial. 

This cream is not only good to use 
after the freckie lotion, but on any 
iry, ugly skin, It will take away the 
toughness and give the skin a delicate 
appearance. 


FOR THE HOUSEKEEPER. 


The outside of a trunk is not the only 

part that gets battered and unsightly, 
although there are no “interior’ bag- 
gage smashers. When the hinges and 
lining become torn and soiled they 
may be replaced at home. Strong tape, 
securely fastened with tacks, makes 
excellent inside hinges. Body and lid 
may be lined with moire wall paper, 
the edges neatly inished with passe 
partout binding. The paper should be 
put on with good wall paper paste and 
allowed to dry before the trunk is 
used. 
The one kind of polish is not always 
satisfactory with different kinds of 
woods, and for dark woods, especially 
tosewood and mahogany, a_ special 
preparation should be tried. Melt to- 
gether gradually in a double saucepan 
two ounces of yellow wax, one ounce 
of alkanet root and half a pint of 
boiled linseed oil. Strain and when 
cool mix with it a gill of turpentine 
and one of vinegar, 

Tansy is an effective old fashioned 
whitener for clothes. Place the green 
leaves in a thin bag and steep for a 
time in boiling water to which chopped 
soap has been added. Remove the 
tansy from the boiler before adding 
the clothes. Place the clothes in the 
boiling water, cover and leave to 
steam, but not boil, for a full half 
hour, Wash in a second suds, rinse 
thoroughly and hang while rather wet
